EXPLANATION OF TYPES — 


Informal Decorative (I.D.). Double flowers, full to the center, usually long irregular 
petals. 


Formal Decorative (F.D.). Double flowers, full to the center, usually with broad flat 
petals. 


Cactus (C.). Double flowers, full to the center, with long, narrow, pointed petals, in- 
curved, recurved or straight, and rolled at least half their length. 


Semi-Cactus (S.C.). Double flowers, full to the center, with coarse, twisted petals, 
usually somewhat incurved, and rolled ordinarily less than half their length.

Keeps well 
on the bush as well as when cut, and is improved if anything when the 
weather is on the warm side. At the San Francisco Show in 1950 it won 
both the American Home Achievement Medal and the Sunset Magazine 
Medal, grown and exhibited by Mr. D. C. Schroeder, head gardener at 
Stanford University. Although a good root maker, it was withheld frora 
the market because of insufficient stock. It is included in the Eastern Honor 
Roll of Flower Grower for 1951. While we have a number of promising

CARE OF DAHLIAS 


(in California) 


Plant dahlia roots in May. Have the soil dug deep and well worked 
beforehand. Place a stake at each place, dig a hole deep enough so that 
the root can be covered 4 or 5 inches, and leave a wide basin 2 or 3 inches 
deep for watering. Lay roots flat, never on end. Plant 2!/. to 3 feet apart. 
Water well as soon as planted and about once a week until plants are well 
above ground. Irrigate thoroughly about twice a week when plants are 
growing strong and blooming. If plants are topped when about a foot high 
it will cause them to branch and make a sturdier growth. Larger blooms 
and better stems may be had by disbudding. Leave large center bud and 
take off small side buds and sprouts above leaves for 2 or 3 joints. Use fer- 
tilizer sparingly. The time to fertilize is when plants are topped. Spray 
with a nicotine or other garden spray to prevent leaf pests the same as for 
other garden plants. Use ant poisons to keep ants from the patch. Dust 
with sulphur to control mildew. For a long season of bloom keep old 
flowers with foliage cut off and be sure to keep well watered at all times. 
Dahlias like an open, sunny location away from the roots of trees and 
shrubs. Do not dig clumps until about the first of the year, leave soil on 
them, and store in a dry, frost-proof shed. Cut off dry stalks, stack together 
and cover with old bags or something of the kind. Wash and divide care- 


fully at planting time.
